2. Said order was granted in his absence, and

3. He submits that the presiding justice is 
uot sitting as a justice cougt, but is presiding 
under the laws for the purpose mentioued in 
section 1329 of the code, and that siiting for 
those purposes, he has not the power to make 
the order in question, or the power to attach 
him for contempt for disregarding it, He was 
ordered to carry into court all the packages of 
ballots, whichis equivalent to a surrender, if 
he should comply with it, of a!l the ballots 
which by law he believes he is bound to keep. 

4. The power of the court to punish for con 
tempt, according to the constitution, is limited 
by legislative acts, and the defendant insists 
that the justice in this case has no power by any 
legislative acts to attach him for con- 
tempt.
